Reasons For Allowance 

Applicant's arguments in the Request For Review-Pre- Appeal Brief, see pages 1-5, 

filed 7/18/2008, with respect to the rejections of claims 5-22 and 24-34 under Foreman have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Foreman does not disclose a catheter having a torque 
transmitting shaft, where a raised pattern of generally non-contiguous elements disposed on the 
outer surface, where the raised pattern further comprises a plurality of bearing points, where the 
bearing points are separated when the shaft is not being torqued and where at least two of the 
bearing points move toward one another when the shaft is torqued and where the raised pattern 
improves the transmission of torque along the elongate shaft. Therefore, the rejections have been 
withdrawn.
